WELFARE MAN SAYS THE INSTI-
TUTION IS IN BEST CONDITION
'HE HAS SEEN IT.

ABOUT 200 BOYS- PRESENT

Buildings Are in Fairly Good Repair,
While Farm is Fourlshing With
Many Vegetables.

Columbia.

Secretary Q. Croft Willlams of the
state board of public welfare visited
the South Carolina Industrial School
for Boys recently and reports the
school in excellent condition. He said
this school was in better condition at
the time of this visit than he had ever
seen it. John H. Martin Is superin-
tendent of the institution and Mr. Wil-
liams considers him a young man of
energy, possessing a grasp of the sit-
uation and an excellent knowledge of
the details of the school.

About 200 boys were present on the
day of this visit and they appeared
to be happy and well employed, ac-
cording to Mr. Williams. The boys
need more clothing, both under clothes
-and top clothes. However, the gover-
nor has granted from his contingent
fund a sufficient amount to purchase
military suits for the boys.

“Recreation is looked after careful-
1y,” Mr. Williams said. "The founda-
tion of the hospital that was projected
and ‘then abandoned several years
ago has been converted into a swim-
ming pool. This pool is 36 by 75 feet
and In depth grades from about four
and a half to six fest. The brass band
is progressing well, though being hin-
dered by a seot of ancient and harsh
instruments. The boys are delighted
with the riusic that they make and
are working very hard. One boy was
oZered his parole several weeks ago
but refused to go home as he desired
to go on with his study of music. Ten-
nis and baseall are also engaged in
by the students.

“The campus is gradually improving,
sevaral plots of flowers having been
planted. This campus has been chang-
ed so ofterr that it is difficult to
make anything uniform out of it, but
the present management will be con-
tinuous and a plan may therefore
be adhered to.

“The buildings were in fairly good
repair, though some expenditure Is
needed along this line, The bulldings
were clean inside, and showed fairly
good care.

“ihe farm is flourishing with corn,
peas, sorghum and many vegetalas,
Some canning has been done and
much more is planned. The live stock
appeared to be In good condition, al-
though more cows for the herd are
needed.

“The academle department is being
stressed. We beileve that this de-
partment should he pushed. as mos:
of the boys enter the school with litt'e
or no education. The industrles are
going along well and huve good men
at the head of them.

Five Million Allotted State. 3

South Carolina has received & total
apoprtionment of $5,007,854.84 of fed-
eral aid for roads and bridges to date,
oxclusive of the $707,000 available July
1 of this year, acording te figuras an-
novnced by the state hizhway depart-
ment. Of this total $4,935,728.28 has
already been allotted, leaving §72-
126.56 for allotment.

These figures include all the aid sup-
plied since the policy of federal ad
was established by the government.
If the $707,000 to be available July 1
is counted the total apportionment to
South Carolina will be $5,714,854.84.

Of the tota) apportionment $821,374.-
77 has been allotted to major bridge
projects of the state, not including
2250,000 to be g'ven to the Ashley
river bridge at Charleston out of the
new appropriation available July 1.
The Santee bridge of Murray's ferry
heads the list with aid amounting to
$423,734.69.

Charleston county takes first rank
in the aid apporticnment with $251.-
184 82, while Richland is second with
£244,185.55. These figures do not in-
clude allotments made out of the new
appropriation available July 1. Some
of the other larger amounts include
3174.155.00 to Anderson county, §101.-
£95.09 to Reaufort, $104,900.34 to Flor
ence, $127,852.39 to Greenville, §100.
198.95 to Greenwood, $109840.60 to
Lexington® $160,689.18 to Orangeburg,
$206.259.21 to Spartanburg, $138.804.1§
to Sumter, $104,617.04 to Unlon and
$115,032.07 to York.

Cotton Conditions Better.

South Carolina cotton mills are now
working more employes than during
the corresponding period of last year,
according to reports of the depara-
ment of agriculture, factory inspection
division, for 1922, up through May.
The number of employes in the mills
as announced by the inspectors is 57,
001 as compared with 50,276 in June,
1921.

Thé general condition of the mills
is reported to be goond, the increase in
the dmployes Indicating more work
and more products turned out. This
increase of 6,934 employes over last
vear was found despite the fact that
18 mills were closed when the inspec-

tions were made, it was announced.
The report also shows that condl-

tions now, as resards employes, are
better thamw in either 1919 or 1921. In
1919 the number of employes was 50,
$9% and in 1920 the number was 5Z-
428,

White males employed in the mills
far outnumber all others with 33,818
for 1922 as agninst 16,843 white fe-
males. The number of negro men was
3264 and the number of negro wom-
en was 635. The number of white boys
between the ages of 14 and 16 years
was 1,193 and the number of white
girls between the ages of 14 and 16
wag 1,250, No negroes between the
ages of 14 and 16 were employed in
the mills, the report shows.

An increase in the mills of- 4,796
males over last year is noted in the
report and 1,757 females as well as
371 pegro men. These increases In
the number of employes, the inspec-
tors believe, point to much better con-
ditfons in the cotton mill industry in
South Carolina.

Weather Favors Plant Growth.

During the week ending June 20,
much needed cultivation was carried
on in the crops of the state, according
to the weekly crop repert issued by
R. H. Sullivan of the weather bureau.

The report for the week ending June
20 was as follows:

“Hot weather and increased sun-
shine were much more favorable for
growth, but the local rains have con-
tinued at intervals., Much néeded cul
tivation was carried on extensively
and the fields aye being rapidly clear
ed of grass.

Bureau of Mines Plans to Further
Condense Still Vapors at
Refineries.:

WILL SAVE VAST QUANTITY

Magnitude of Loss Through Previous
Neglect Mot Generally Known—
Survey of Plants Reveals
Interesting Facts,

Washington.—I’ossibility of Increas-
ing gasoline Dby 120,000,000 gallons
through more complete condensation
of still vapors at the petroleum refin-
eries wns suggested by the bureau of
mines after an investigation by D. B,
Dow, the bureau's petroleum engineer,

Mr. Dow estimated that 50,000,000 |
gallons weire recovered {from uncon-
densed still vapors at refinerles in
1021,

“Application of the system to all re-
finerles would glve a possible gasoline
recovery by this method of 170,000,000
gallons yearly,” the bureau sald la a
statement,

“The calculatlons of the bureau of
mines are,based on results obtained In
refinerles whose general methods are
more efficlent than those emploxed In
the hundreds of smalle: skimming
plants that have no recovery systems,
It is assumed that In the less effi-
clent skimming plaats, located In sec-
tlons where the supply of cold water
go essentinl for condenser use Is
scarce, greater recoveries could be
made than In the large refinerles
gtudied.

True of Southwest,

This should be especlally true of
Oklahoma, north Texas and Loulslana
skimming plants, where summer tem-
peratures are high and cold water Is
gearce, A survey of these plants, It
fs belleved, would show that thelr
losses In uncondensed still vapors
would be muech higher than in the

Corn is also
backward and In all stages of growth,

vapors. These plants anre situsted In |
the refining centers, other than the |
Pacific coast, and are running crude |
representative of all the producing |
fields east of the Rocky mountains,

In addition several are running Mex-
fean erude,  information from Call-
fornin refineries Indicates that on e
count of the smaller gasoline content
of the Califuornia crude there are no
recovery plants of Importance In that
stute. The average recovery of gaso-
line nt the refineri~s Investignted by
the burenu of mines umoun.ed to four-
tenths gallon per barrel of crude oil
charged.

“Unless preventive mensures are
adopted losses of gasoline from failure
to condense stlil vapors will increunse
in the future, because crudes are be-
ing_handled in the fleld with more and
more care to avold evaporation, and
will therefore contain much lighter
and more volatile fractions than at
present.

Condensing Vapors,

“Condensation of the vapors formed
by heating crude oil I8 effected In the
refinery by leading vapors through
colls of pipe submerged In water, On
cooling, most of the vapor becomes
liquefied, but a certalr amount of va-
por, 'due to Insufficlent tlme for
proper cooling or the fact that its con-
densing point Is lower than the tem-
perature of the water, will remaln une
condensed. Also certaln other frac-
tions will not be condensed, for the
reasop that thelr liquefaction points
are affected by the presence of other
hydrocarbons. A small part of this
uncondensed vapor is dlasolved In the
liquld that has condensed.

“Condensation of the vapors comlng
from the still !nto llquids I8 accom-
plizhed either by passing them through
pipes or shells having large surfaces
exposed to the alr or through colls
submerged In water,

“Atmospheric i~mperature s an
important factor In the production of
gusoline from uncondensed refinery
vapors, It Is found that during win-
ter months, due to more complete
condensation of the vapors, the pro-

ductlon of the ‘gas’ plant will fall oft
to some extent. An unusual example
of this 1s a certaln skimming plant
which produces about 6,000 gallons of
compression gascline dally through
the summer months, but drops to as
low as 500 gallons per day In win-
ter. Ordinarlly the difference is far
less, but there Is always a tendency
for production to drop In cooler
weanther,”

Chinese Helped and Encouraged
in Work by University.

With View to Furnishing Improved
geed Nanking University Under-
takes Greatest Acclimatization

Work in History of Industry.

Nanking.—In line with the growth
of textile industries n China and the
inereasing number of busy spindles In
mills of the country the University of
Nunking plans thls year to continue
and to broaden the scope of lis work
to improve the quality of cotton pro-
Juced by Chinese growers, This ef-
tort 1s eceiving the liberul support of
~otton mill fnterests of the larger cen-
ters, varticularly Shanghal.

Tha university plans to earry out |
two general purpoges, {rst to obtain
for Clinese growers an accllmatized
aad 'mproved sced supply and, second
to introduce L§ use among growers.

WILL PUSH COTTON GROWING

Authoritles have :tated that in other
countries the productlon of acclima-
tlzed cotton seed has required from
three to five years. With a view to
hastening this stage whet Is perhaps
the most elnborate and detalled plece
of accllmatlzatlon work ever nttempt- |
ed In the history of cotton growing Is |
being curried out at Nanking.

The work was begun lust year when
the seed fields not only were severely
rogued to diseard ull plunts not true
to type, but thousands of Individual
plants of the Trice and Acula varle-
ties were selected anid plehed sepurnte-
Iy. The selected specimens ef seed cot-
ton from these plants were studied
with exhaustive detall in the labora-
tory where all but a total of about 800
were disearded. These have been
grown In separate rows and plcked
separately for further study In fleld
und laboratory with a further discard-
Ing of the poorest and retalning of
the best.

MINED THE DRAFT DODGER
SHALL BE PUNJSHED.

AGERTS ARE AT HIS HEELS

Case of This Arch-Slacker Makee a
Remarkable Melodrama — Many
of the Actors Have Disappeared
From Public Life,

Washington, — Grover  Cleveland
Bergdoll, the Philadelphla draft dodg-
er, whom ex-gervice men love not a
blt, and who has been tlaunting the
United States goveenment from a safe
distunce for a long time, s now in
Swhtzerlund,  Secretary of War Weeks
I$ on record as saying that before his
term of otlice ‘s up he will have the
sliucker In custody and tha: he will be
gi%en what a court decides Is his due,

If the ex-soldiers could =ay what
Bergdoll's due is, he probably would
get something rather harder In the
way of punishment than usouslly s
meted out to any prisoner for what-
ever offense, The Bergdoll case still
Is allve. It is understvod there are
government agents In Switzerland
watching this man and walting the
opportune moment when something
may happen which will enable them
to put on hils wrists what Eugene
Aram was supposed to weur when he
walked between his captors.

A fellow newspaper man has said
in trenting of this case that the writer
of fiction could do worse than to take
the case of Grover Clevelund Berg-
doll as a subject for a story and that
by so doing he could gratify his desire
for action, no matter how strong the
desire might be, and still keep within
that truth which Is supposed to be
stranger than fiction,

There seems to be something In
this. The Bergdoll case has hud ev-
ery kind of un element In It to make
for Interest—treasure hunting, the
credullty of the treasure hunter, accu-
sutions of bribery, escapes of the kind
that Houdinl mnkes with puzzling
ense, and a lot of other things which
compel Interest and keep excitement
moving.

Many of Its Actors Disappear.

It is probable that in no other In-
stance in a good many years have so
many actors appeured on ahy of life's
gcenes ns have played their parts In
this DBergdoll drama, melodrama, or
whatever it may be., There are some
ex-soldlers who would not weep tears
f¢ the finul scene wus a tragedy, Per-
haps this is brutal, but It I8 true.

The army ofticer who wus stationed
at Governor's Island, New York, when
Bergdoll was a prisoner, and who
pamed the guard which accompanied
the slacker on the hunt for the pot
of gold at the foot of the ralnbow, is
no longer In the mlilitary service, He
is llving the life of a furmer In one
of the states of this blessed union.
Another officer of the army, who ap-
proved the request made by one of
Bergdoll's counsel that he be allowed
to go to look for the gold which never
glittered, has been retired from the
gervice and I8 now somewhere In Eu-
rope. Certain more distingulshed gen-
tlemen of the government service who
had more or less to do with the grant-
Ing of permission for the trip to dig
up the hidden «treasure are [n retire-
ment,

One officer who met the slacker on
his arrival In Philadelphla and as-
sumed personal responsibility for his
safe return to the custody of the
wary-eyed and gripping-hended offi-
clals, 1s dead, meeting his death un-
der somewhat traglc clreumstances.
Another man who was connected with
the cnse in an authoritative position
and who, unguestionaubly unjustly,
was accused of having accepted a
bribe, hns been exceedingly Ill. He
will be retired from the service before
long after having spent something
like six months In a hospital as a
grent sufferer from an acute form of
rheumatism,

Gullty Only of Great Credulity,

Representatlve In Congress Peters
of Malne, who was the chalrman of
the congressional committee that con-
ducted the Investigatlon Into the
escape of Bergdoll and who signed
the minority report which cleared
certain men of anything in the nature
of a conspirncy to assist In the escape,
has taken himself out of political life,
He 18 now sitting upon the bench,

There never was any bellef any-
where except among a few of those
who wanted so to belleve that the
men who were connected with the
Bergdoll case, or at least In the pot-
of-gold part of It, were gullty of any-
thing except credulity In- an exagger-
ated form. Therefore no one thinks
that because men have fallen Ill or
have lost thelr jobs or have had any-
thing else happen to them, they have
met with misfortune as a matter of
retribution. It simply ls clear that
many of these men have gone Into
retirement.

The Bergdoll propertles are still
tled up by the allen property custo-
dian, Col. Thomas W, Mliller. Every
effort that the mother of the refugee
and her attorneys have made to re-
cover the properties has proved fruit-
less and it |s pretty well understood
in Washington that means will be
found to keep control of these proper-
tfes at least until after the slackey
hag been caught and returned to this

country to be glven what Is coming
to him. .
Endless Conservation Battls.

It wns a long while ago, as tiny
ordinarily 1s counted by'a
Ing generation, that Theodore:
velt culled the governors '
stntes together 4n the east |
the White House to consider w,
menns to conserve the nufura
sources of the country. Some
came out of the conference, The
servation fight, however, Is on just as
strong today In congress as ever It
was,

You can hear anything you want
to in Washington on this subject. Men
will tell you that the conservationists
are persons who want so save every:
thing there s, simply fer the purpose
of looking at it and giving the people
a chance to admire its beauty, Other
persons will tell you thay the preda-
tory interests are bent on getting rich
quick by using up everything that, na-
ture has provided for man, and allow-
Ing posterity to go hang. There Is a
middle ground somewher2, but the
thing Is to find it. ‘

Once on a time, not so very long
ago, two men, one of whom tqnched
the eminence of second officer of gov-
ernment and the other the eminence
of third officer of government, de-
clared In publie speech that there was
no necessity of trying to .ave any-
thing—that posterity could pull down
out of the alr everything that was
needed for Its comfort, its safety and
its progress. That these two men
made this statement Is a literal truth.
One of them dld not hear the last of
It until he dled, and the other at an
advanced age s stlll hearing about It.

Trying to Save the Forcsts.

Just now there Is a movement In
Washington to secure the transfer of
the bureau of forestry from the Depart-
ment of Agriculture to the Department
of the Interlor. The proponents of
the plan say that if the change Is
mnde the forests will be saved, and
the opponents say that if the change
Is made the forests will disappear.

A country without a tree [s a pretty
poor country. The hope of people who
can see not only uillity but beauty In
the branches of a drooping el Is that
whether the forestry bureau lIs left
where it is or moved elsewhere, elms
will continue to grow, and with them
onks, pine, basswood, ash, and all the
other forest growths. .

Some statements have been made re-
cently by Secretary Wallace of the
Department of Agriculture, and they
are somewhat startling. They prob-
ably will be met by counter state-
ments. Then the counter statements
must be read, digested, and compared
with the original statements for the
purpose of arriving at something like
the truth, In an article by G. Gould
Lincoln of Washington, Secretary Wal-
lace is quoted as saying this:

“The United States Is now consum-
ing wood nearly four and a half times
us fast as It Is being grown. We are
steadily enting up what Is left of our
forest capital. As a result the coun-
try now faces the definite prospect
of a growing scarcity and Increasing
cost of everything made from wood. It
Is a problem which In the long run af-
fects every class of Amerlcan citizen.
It affects the manufacturer, the home
builder, and the farmer to an almost
equal degree.”

The country Is told that the remain-
Ing forests of the United States are
being cut at the rate of about 5,000,
000 ncres annually, and from 8,000,000
to 10,000,000 acres are belng burned
each year by forest flres.

Tariff Debate Dragging,

The tariff bill ls dragging its way
through the senate. Seemingly it will
be the day after the end of all things
that it gets through.

Every night now a light throws its
beams Into the darkness from the
dome of the caplitol.
fact that the senate Is In session.
Those who know that the light means
the senators are discussing the tariff,
do not think its brightness Is consis-
tent with the reason for “the banging
of the lantern.”

The nlght sessions have helped not
at all. Chemlcals which no layman
ever heard of are discussed on the
floor with an entirely fletitlous ap-
pearance of famlllarity with the sub-
ject.
